‘While we were engaged in the work of build- 
ing an iron-clad, like the English Inflexible 
or the French Admiral Duperré, or the re- 
cently launched Italian monster Italia, with 
iron. and ‘steel’ plating three feet thick; a 
modern’ war ‘could be fought out, several 
times over, Ina word, it would require nots 
jess than’ three years ‘to build and commis- 
sion a craft of this kind. It is, of course, 
conceivable that if our:country were to enter’) 
on a war it might pay to begin on the con- 
struction of iron-clads of this type; but the 
chances are all in favor of the utilization of 
the money needed for ther purpose in other 
directions, where the certainty of service 
would be more manifest. 

We have touched upon these points be- 
cause they are stock arguments with those 
who oppose the free introduction of foreign- 
built.ships, and because there is good Teason 
to believe that they will be advanced in the 
convention: If the convention decides not 
to advise free ships, let it at least rest its op-

ANXIETY IN INDIANA. 

It is reported of Mr. W. H. Enotisn, of 
Indiana, the Democratic candidate for Vice- 
President, that he is moving heaven and 
earth to carry ‘his State for the Demoeratic 
ticket “next: Tuesday. He makes. no tir, 
but he. shuts. himself. up in. his .steel- 
} clad burglar-proof. combination-lock house, 
and works secretly, silently, and in. the 
dark. From the mysterious’ recesses 
in which the © ghosts of dispossessed 
tenants. and. bankrupted: \money-borrow- 
ers , flit uneasily, and swollen. bags of 
ill-gotten wealth repose in security, the Shy- 
lock of Indiana sends his messages far and 


“wide. He owns men, body and soul; as men 


are Owned when they give mortgages on all 
their possessions, savings, and labor, These 
are at his command, and they aré sent out 
on what Mr. Tr.pen would call a ‘“‘ still- 
hunt,’’ day after day... Mr. Enorrzan is run- 
Ming his own campaign. He. sheres the 
sectet of his steel-clad laboratory with no- 
body. But he ‘has opened his barrels, and 
his emissaries are bearing his commands and 
his cash fromi one end of Indiana. to the other. 
“Wy HL ‘Barna, celebrated in political 
history as ‘the mule-buyer”’ and Chairman 
of ‘the Democratic National Committee, has 
goné secretly, to Ohio. This time, he says, 
when found in Cincinnati, that his errand in 
the West is to’ buy. steel: rails, Of course, 
‘there is a. ‘‘steal’’ somewhere, but not in

It was not to be expected that they had 


reached the point of throwing away their 
entire creed and of giving liberty: to very 
Presbyterian to believe and teach whatever 
might strike his fancy, for liberality such, as 
this is-as yet the unattained ideal of: liberal 
philosophers; but it was‘thought possible 
that the Alliance would abandon some of the 
extreme Oalvinistic dodtrines and: cease to 
demand s° strict construction of the rest.

Of late years it has become:a token of lib- 
erality to speak. with disapprobation and 
contempt of creeds as: fetters which cramp 
the intellect, The. Presbyterians, like other 
bedies of Christian believers, are in slavery 
ta creeds. They believe that the several ar- 
ticles of which the Presbyterian creed consists 
are direct revelations from Gop, and hence 
can neither be. improved nor altered, and 
that. these articles constitute the whole 
system of» Christianity.. They claim that, 
Christianity being thus founded ona series 
of dogmas, it is idle to talk of ‘‘ progressive 
Christian thought.”” If the dogmas are 
taken away, Christianity. ceases to exist, and 


-if they aré altered, it becomes something else 


than the Christian religion, Their effort is to 
preserve their creed intact, and not to make 
progress: in‘ the direction of improving it. 
This is, of course, dreadfully narrow-minded 
and wholly unworthy of the age. The Pres- 
byterians ought to sit humbly at the feet of 
agnosticism and learn the true function of 
a religious denomination. They may think 
that ‘the Presbyterian sect was formed in 
order to defend the doctrines of Christianity. 
from attack: They should learn that the 
true object of a Church or any religious sect 
is to getrid.of ‘the doctrines of Christianity. 
They should take the broad, liberal ground 
that their creed is of no consequence, and 
that their whole duty is to.grope in the dark 
for new doctrines, and thereby exhibit their 
love of progress. Instead of holding a meet- 
ing all by themselves in Philadelphia, the 
Presbyterian members of the Alliance 
should: have gone:to Concord, and,. after sol- 
emaly repudiating Christianity, they should 
have listened teverently to the Orphic ut- 
terances of Brown and Jones and. Harris 
and Gamp, and tried to make’ a little prog- 
ress in the Vague and the Unthinkable.
